the business decline in Arkansas in 
February i.s reported in a survey made 
by the University of Arkansas college 
of business administration. The sur- 
vey appears in the Arkansas Business 
Bulletin for March. 


Cash farm prices which had declin- 


ed 34 per cent from their high recov- 
ered slightly with the signing of the 
new farm bill. The increase in farm 
marketings together with strong farm 
prices maintained farm income about 
8 pur cent above a year ago. 


Lumber payrolls increased in Feb- 


ruary, the survey shows, although a 
seasonal decline i.s usual at this time 
of year. Petroluem production con- 
tinues at the high rate of 1,300,000 bra- 
rels per month compared with 800,000 
at this time last year. 


Although the total income i.s only 


slightly below a year ago, total retail 
sales are l(i per cent lower. Change in 
sentiment is probably responsible for 
retail sales showing a greater decline 
than total income. Sales of more dur- 
able and expensive items declined 
most. Automobile sales arc about 30 
per cent below the corresponding per- 
iod of last year. 


The 
tourist business reflects the 


most favorable conditions as compared 
to a year ago. Gasoline sales were also 
appreciably higher, amounting to 11,- 
800,000 gallons compared 
with 10,-

President Cites Reasons in 


Letter Sent to 


Congress 


WASHINGTON. — I/I') — President 


Roosevelt, advising congress Wednes- 
day he had ousted Arthur E. Morgan 
from the TVA, said it was "clearly the 
right" of the legislature o make "any 
fair inquiry" into TVA's administra- 
tion or policies. 


The president ordered Morgan's re- 


moval from the TVA chairmanship 
Tuesday, to become effective Wednes- 
day. 


With his message, the president sent 


to the capital a letter from RolxTt H. 
Jackson, acting taotrney general, up- 
holding the president's right to re- 
move TVA board members from of- 
fice. 


Morgan, long engaged in a fight with 


other directors of the power agency, 
was ready to resist the chief execu- 
tive's order, and critics of TVA were 
eager to bar the agency's secrets in a 
congressional investigation. 


Mi-. Roosevelt elevated Vice Chair- 


man Ilarcourt A. Morgan to the chair- 
manship. He has aligned himself with 
Director David E. Lilienthal in oppos- 
ing the policies of Arthur E. Morgan, 
ft was said that the vacancy on the 
board might be filled, possibly by the 
appointment of James L. Fly, now 
TVA's general counsel. 


President Cites Reasons 


Behind Mr. Roosevelt's action lay 


the-record,of his personal investigation 
of TVA, fn which Chairman Morgan 
refused to take more than a limited 
part on the ground that a congressional 
investigation was needed. Referring 
to these proceedings, the president, in 
a letter to Morgan, cited reasons for 
removing him as follows: 
"Openly making grave and libelous 


charges of dishonesty and want of 
integrity against your fellow-direc- 
tors without reasonable excuse or 
justification. 


"Obstructing the work of the Tennes- 


see Valley Authority. 


"Refusing to submit to the demand of 


the chief executive for facts upon 
which you relied in openly making 
grave and libelous charges of dis- 
honesty and want of integrity against 
your fellow-directors and refusing to 
respond to questions of the chiel 
executive relating to charges of ob- 
srtuction made against you by your 
fellow directors." 
The president added: 
"J have taken note of the fact that 


you have not presented to me in per- 
son or in writing any reason why I 
.'hould not remove you." 


Denies Opposition 


The president denied statements that 


he was opposed to a congressional in- 
vestigation of TVA. Such statements, 
he said, had been made by special 
writers and columnists and contained 
not one word of truth.

In this natural river-valley area, 


including parts of seven slates, more 
than $151,000,000 of the people's money 
ha.-, been spent by (he Tennessee Val- 
ley Authority. It is now engaged in 
spending $44,000,000 more, appropriated 
;:nd authorized by the last session of 
Congress. 


This TVA was proposed by President 


Rfosevelt in 1033, as "a corporation 
clothed with the power of government 
but po.sses.sed of the flexibility and 
initiative of a private enterprise. It 
should be charged with the broadest 
duty of planning for the proper use, 
conservation, and development of the 
natural resources of the basin . . . for 
the general social and •economic wel- 
fare of the nation. This Authority 
should also be clothed with the neces- 
sary power to carry these plans into 
effect." 


Reviewing First Five Years 


That i.s a good statement of what 


was done shortly afterward by Con- 
press in creating the TVA. It has been 
functioning now for five years, and 
: llhoug'h its plans look forward for 
20. 50. 2000 years, what actually has 
been done in these first five may prop- 


erly be reviewed. 


First, TVA put in shape and improv- 


ed for actual operation the' old Muscle 
f'hoals 
plant, 
including the Nitralt 


Plant No. 2 which had cost $70,000,000. 
Some $300,000 has been spent there 
for improvements and additions, mak- 
ing the plant ready for possible war- 
time use in making the plant ready 
for possible war-time use in produc- 
ing phosphorus, in addition to its pres- 
ent functions in river control, naviga- 
tion locking, power production, and 
fertilizer manufacture and experiment. 


Flood Control Benefits 


Second, the great Norris Dam on the 


Clinch river and the Joe Wheeler Dam 
on the Tennessee, have been complet- 
ed. The former lias cost almost $37,- 
OOC',000, the latter 530,00(1,000 to date. 


Within a month after Norris Dam 


was completed in the spring of 193C, 
its value in flood-control was tested. 
Experts are certain that stopping the 
flow of the Clinch at Norris prevented 
$750,000 worth of damage at Chatta- 
nooga alone. 


In the disastrous floods of January, 


1937, TVA experts believe their com- 
bined operations on the Tennessee re- 
duced the Ohio river flood crest by s-ix 
inches at Cairo, where the waters ware 
barely held back by a temporary mud 
box on top of the levee. 


Had the levee broken, $15,000,000 in 


damages would have followed. TVA 
believes any insurance company would 
have been glad to allow $1,500.000 for

members and Bailey over the status of 
school funds and pending appropria- 
tion bills before the special session. 


When one representatvie suggested 


that Phipps be called to the conference 
to present figures dealing with school 
funds, tho Democrat said the gover- 
nor was quoted as saying: 


"I don't think it will be necessary 


to ask Mr. Phipps because within a 
few days, he will have no interest in 
what is going on in the state depart- 
ment of education."

plane en route from Maxwell Field, 
Montgomery, Ala., to Barksdale Field, 
Shreveport, crashed 13 miles south- 
west of here late Tuesday, killing its 
pilot, tentatively identified as Major 
Finley.

sector. He said the body of the pilot 
was badly burned and that his insig- 
nii was missing.

wide area. 


The farmer notified officials at a 


nearby Civilian Conservation Corps 
camp, giving them the plane's mark- 
ings.

Attorney General Says 


Vesey Bill W9uld Vio- 


late Refunding Act 


LITTLE ROCK — (ff) — The house 


passed by a vote of 67 to 20 Wednesday 
a bill by Representative John P. Vesey 
of Hempstead county, to reduce the 
state gasoline tax from 6:5 to 5.5 cents 
per gallon, despite the marnings by 
opponents that the measure would be 
held ^invalid in courts as a violation, 
of the 1934 bond refunding act. 


The senate completed amending the 


Nlchols-Nyberg tuberculosis sanatoria 
bill and made it a question for final 
passage a special order of business for 
Thursday morning. 


The senate passed, 29 to 4, the 


Thompson bill to increase intrasit tax 
on automobile caravans from $1.50 to 
53 per car. 


On re-consideration of a motion, the 


senate defeated for a second time Wed- 
nesday a bill to appropriate 510,000 for 
the purchase of a sprinkler system for 
the state capitol grounds. 


Will Let People Vote 


The senate passed, 30 to 0, the house 


bill to refer to the people at the No- 
vember general election a proposal 
that the state assume outstanding ob- 
li,gations of bridge improvement dis- 
tricts and municipal street improve- 
ment districts on continuations of 
state highways. 


The principal amendment to the san- 


atoria bill was a section levying a 60- 
cent per case export tax on liquor in- 
tended to apply to sales' for 'shipments- 
into dry states. 


The amendment also would provide 


a 30-cent per case export tax on wine. 


Liquor Dealer's Money 


The Arkansas Democrat said Wed- 


nesday that "Revenue Commissioner 
Z. ,M. McCarroll had more than $5,000 
in state fund? with which to pay con- 
fidential agents when he took office 
December 1." 


Commenting in connection with the 


current senate investigation into the 
51,500 per. month fund contributed to 
the department by wholesale liquor 
dealers for undercover liquor law en- 
forcement, the newspaper said it had 
checked records in the state auditor's 
office, and charged that the commis- 
sioner's private secretary and other 
assistants in the department had been 
paid from the fund. 


Holt's Ruling 


Attorney General Jack Holt held the

In,(an opinion requested by Repre-

SK the average American what he is looking for in this life 


and chances are he will answer "a parking space." Traf- 


fic congestion and parking are problems that concern the 
small town just about as much as the large city. 


For that reason New York City's decision to make per- 


manent the ban on parking on 10 midtown streets is of in- 
terest to many people. 
* * •* 


THE "express streets" had been on trial in New York since 
lt January 3. Police liked the idea. So did motorists. The 
parking1 ban will soon be tried on 10 additional streets. 


Other metropolitan centers can now be expected to follow 


New York's lead. In doing so they will finally give ear to ad- 
vice which traffic experts have been passing out for some 
time. 


And that advice is that the only real solution to the 


problems of congestion and parking lies in. first, elimina- 


. tion of parking on all but the widest and least traveled of city 
streets and, second, provision for off-street areas to accom- 
modate not only the cars usually parked on the streets but 
also the even greater number of cars people are driving around 
the block ih'tfie vain hope that they will find a place to leave 
them. 


The experts believe further that city planning should pro- 


vide for conversion of low value real estate into parking space.

River Traffic Increased 


The'dream of river transport has al- 


ready been realized to some extent, 
and large steamers have come up the 
Tennessee as far as Muscle Shoals. 
River traffic on the Tennessee has al- 
ready exceeded pro-depression levels, 
and many waterfront sites have bten 
brought by private companies, antici- 
pating heavier traffic in future. 


More than 50.000,000 trees have been 


set in the fight against erosion, and 
•1500 farms have been check-dammed 
or otherwise protected against too rap- 
id runoff. 


In 17 states, 24,000 test-demonstra- 


tion farms are trying out superphos- 
phate plant, foods .developed by TVA 
and made in the electric furnace at 
Wilson Dam. Valuable experimenta- 
tion on producing phosphate plant- 
food has been carried out, and reserves 
of phosphate rock have been bought 
for the governmtnt. More than 80,000 
tons of superphosphate plant food lias 
been produced and distributed.
